Mean- 
while, Wrigley Field offers four suite options 
for private parties. Among them is the Super 
Suite where a party for 40 friends can set you 
back $8,300 during the regular season. Anoth- 
er company, Stretch Limo Chicago, offers the 
option for a birthday boy or girl to rent out a 
party bus with a bar, TVs and stripper pole for 
$1,200 for four hours on a Saturday night.

Joe Tallman, 24 and physically fit, felt about 
60 years older Tuesday when he was zipped 
into a senior citizen driving simulator suit and 
put behind a steering wheel. 

Outfitted with strategically placed weights 
and braces from neck to ankles, the suit cre- 
ates the feeling of restricted movement, ar- 
thritis and fatigue that many elderly drivers 
must contend with. 

The purpose behind the senior simulator, 
which was available Tuesday at Millennium 
Park, was to help facilitate a necessary but of- 
ten uncomfortable dialogue between family 
members and their elderly parents and grand- 
parents who still drive—and perhaps shouldn't. 

Tallman labored to get into the driver’s seat 
due to the weights on his ankles and legs, then 
struggled to fasten his seat belt because of a 
strap that forced him into a hunched posture. 
He fumbled to reach the air-conditioning 
control through gloves that restricted move- 


ment and decreased his sense of touch. 

“The longer I wore the suit, the harder it 
got. I can’t imagine going a whole day like 
that,” said Tallman, a student at Northern 
Michigan University, after attempting a series 
of driving movements in a parked car. “It’s 
scary to think about being on the road with 
other drivers in that condition.” 

There are more than 30 million drivers age 
65 and older in the US., and while older mo- 
torists drive less, the fatality rate per mile trav- 
eled for drivers 85 and older is four times that 
of drivers ages 30 to 59, according to the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Safety Administration. 

As the baby-boomer generation matures, 
the number will grow to 71 million by 2030, 
predicts the US. Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. 

The “National Conversation Drive,” which 
kicked off in Chicago before moving to New 
York, is sponsored by Liberty Mutual Insur- 
ance in partnership with Independent ‘Trans-

Summit 
bites back 
at bedbugs

You can cook them or freeze them. 
Poison them, stab them with a 
screwdriver or smear them on the 
wall. People have tried all these tac- 
tics and more, but bedbugs continue 
to thrive and spread across the coun- 
try, experts say. 

An entire industry emerged Tues- 
day to offer suggestions for control- 
ling the blood-sucking parasites at 
the first-of-its-kind BedBug Uni- 
versity: North American Summit in 
Rosemont. 

Almost 400 people are attending 
the sold-out, two-day conference 
that ends Wednesday, with another 
200 turned away. Some are research- 
ers, others are government agency 
officials, housing administrators and 
exterminators, and all are trying to 
find out how to get rid of the infes- 
tation. 

In response, 50 or so vendors 
pitched a variety of ways to do in the 
tiny pests. Demonstrators sprayed 
a white cloud of carbon dioxide to 
freeze them. Entire trucks with pro- 
pane furnaces were on hand to roast 
a houseful of furniture up to 180 de- 
grees, more than warm enough to 
kill the bugs. 

The bugs’ bites can cause red 
welts, but theyre not known to 
transmit disease to humans. Despite 
their increased prevalence, experts 
say there’s no reason to close facili- 
ties to combat them. 

Still, a big part of the problem is 
lack of awareness and property own- 
ers’ desire not to let word get out 
that they have a problem, said Dini 
Miller, an associate professor at Vir- 
ginia Tech. 

“We are not going to have a chem- 
ical savior to this problem,” she said. 
“We're all going to look at a long, 
tedious process for keeping bedbugs 
manageable.”

Jackson allegations resurface

US. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. was forced Tuesday to again 
deny allegations that he sought to buy a US. Senate seat. 

The congressman recently had avoided answering de- 
tailed questions about allegations that he was behind a bid 
to raise $1 million or more for ex-Gov. Rod Blagojevich in 
exchange for being appointed to the Senate seat vacated 
by President Obama. 

But on Tuesday, Jackson found the Senate controversy 
rekindled in the form of new allegations, first reported in 
the Chicago Sun-Times, by an Indian-American business- 
man who raised money for both Jackson and Blagojevich. 

The businessman, Raghuveer Nayak, told federal in- 
vestigators the congressman asked him to raise campaign 
money for Blagojevich in hopes that the then-governor 
would appoint Jackson to the Senate seat vacated by 
Obama, sources familiar with the investigation told the 


Tribune. 


Jackson disputed the claims in his written statement 
Tuesday, saying he already has spoken to federal authori- 
ties about them, and noting that he has not been charged 


with any crimes. 


“The very idea of raising millions of dollars for a cam- 
paign other than my own is preposterous,” Jackson said. 
“My interest in the Senate seat was based on years of public 
service, which I am proud of, not some improper scheme 


with anyone.” 


Adding to Jesse Jackson Jr.’s troubles are revelations 
that a longtime political supporter told federal inves- 
tigators he paid to fly a female “social acquaintance” 

of Jackson’s to Chicago at the congressman’s request. 
Jackson issued a written apology to voters that lacked 
specifics about the woman but acknowledged he disap- 
pointed some supporters. 


Mother sues city, police 
after fatal shooting on CTA

The mother of a Chicago teen who was shot 
and killed by police ona CTA Red Line train 
over the weekend filed a lawsuit Tuesday al- 
leging her son was shot several times at close 
range even though he posed no threat. 

Carmela Lash-Cross said her son, George 
Lash, 19, was stopped at a CTA station near 
Garfield Boulevard and the Dan Ryan Ex- 
pressway early Saturday when uniformed 
Chicago police officers boarded the train, 
pinned his arms behind his back and hand- 
cuffed him. 

The suit against the city and Chicago 
Police Department alleged that the officers 
shot Lash “with utter indifference and con- 


scious disregard” after subduing him. He 
died nearly an hour later at about 2:30 a.m. 

City officials could not immediately 
be reached for comment. But police de- 
scribed a different sequence of events Sat- 
urday. 

Police said two officers approached Lash 
and that he allegedly began to fight with the 
officers and pointed a gun at them, prompt- 
ing them to shoot. 

Several witnesses, however, later told the 
Tribune and other media outlets that Lash 
appeared unarmed and that the shooting ap- 
peared unjustified. 

Lash-Cross is asking for an unspecified 
amount of damages.

GOP blocks efforts to end 
‘don’t ask, don’t tell’ policy 


WASHINGTON A Republican-led fili- 

buster on Tuesday blocked efforts to 
repeal the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy on 
gays in the military, shelving an Obama ad- 
ministration priority at least until after the 
November election. 

The measure repealing the military poli- 
cy banning gay men and lesbians from serv- 
ing openly was part of the 2011 defense au- 
thorization bill. Democrats tried to bring 
up the bill for consideration but failed to 
get the votes necessary to overcome GOP- 
led opposition. Supporters voted 56-43 in 
favor of starting debate on the defense bill, 
short of the 60 needed. 


The “don’t ask, don't tell” law, enacted 

in 1993, has been targeted by President 
Obama for repeal, and a California judge 
this month declared it unconstitutional. 
More than 13,500 service members have 
been discharged under the policy for be- 
ing openly gay, experts say. 


Democrats control 59 votes in the Sen- 
ate. 

By blocking the bill, Republicans also 
held up passage of the so-called DREAM 
Act, an immigration measure that was to 
provide a route to citizenship for young 


people who were in the country illegally 
but had attended college or served in the 
military. 

Supporters of repealing the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell” policy vowed to try again. 

“This ain't over,” Sen. Joseph Lieberman 
(I-Conn.), who wrote the repeal measure, 
said even before the vote. “It’s long past 
time to repeal this policy.” 

Republicans complained that Demo- 
crats were using the bill as a vehicle to tack 
on election-year issues that would moti- 
vate Democratic voters to go to the polls, 
even though Republicans had similarly 
added provisions to past defense bills.

Pops for Champagne uncorks 
a cocktail lounge worth trying

Basement cocktail Watershed 
lounges have been 601 N. State St. 
catching our attention 312-266-7677 


this year, from candlelit 

Curio tucked below Gilt 

Bar to Fedora’s spacious (though inconsistently open) subter- 
ranean “speakeasy.” Pops for Champagne recently followed 
suit by changing the downstairs jazz lounge into a “drinking 
parlor” named for the Great Lakes Watershed and dedicated 
to drinks from the region. “You make wine where you can 
grow great grapes. You make beer and spirits where there’s 
naturally a good water source,” says beverage director W. 
Craig Cooper. We stopped in to see what’s shaking.

Craig Cooper’s grandmother’s 
collection.

.. to have such a specific theme. Besides ap- 
pealing to locals, the Midwestern booze fo- 
cus has a definite tourist appeal. Thanks to 
a stock of quarter barrels, drafts will change 
often; seasonals poured during our visit 
included the super-hoppy Artic Panzer Wolf 
American IPA from Munster, Ind.-based 
Three Floyds ($8) and the Atom Smasher 
Oktoberfest from suburban Two Brothers 
($19 for 22 ounces). The wine list is domi- 
nated by Michigan’s Leelanau Peninsula, 
dotted with a couple of bottles from August 
Hill in Utica, Ill.

Constantine Maroulis didn’t win Season 4 of

set Strip, with songs by Journey, Bon Jovi, Pat 
Benatar, Poison and dozens more 80s icons. 
The Brooklyn-born and Jersey-bred Marou- 
lis, who turned 35 last week, originated the 
role of Drew Bowie—a rocker who dreams 
of stardom in the world of big hair and bigger 
egos—in the 2008 Off-Broadway premiere, 
which became a surprise hit and propelled the 
show to Broadway. Rave reviews and five Tony 
Award nominations, including one for Ma- 
roulis, led to a national tour, which debuted 
Tuesday night in Chicago. 


What makes Chicago a good place to kick off 
the tour? 

It’s a rock ’r’ roll town and a lot of these 
bands are from this area [Styx, Survivor, REO 
Speedwagon], so I can feel the buzz—we’re 
thrilled to be here. 


To what do you attribute the show’s success? 
We take people back to a really innocent and 
beautiful time when things were more care- 
free. And we create an awesome environ- 
ment—a rock concert, a sexy extravaganza, 
great writing, insane characters, laugh-out- 
loud jokes.

How to drink like Drake 


Music and pop culture can have a phenomenal 
influence on which wines and spirits become 
popular with consumers, especially when they 
are touted by our favorite musicians. With 
stars writing lyrics that encourage us to “pass 
the Patron,” “sip Bacardi like it’s your birth- 
day” and “down that Hennessy,” these brands 
can become overnight sensations. 

Moscato wine is the latest beverage to be 
put in the spotlight, courtesy of Drake. As a 
feature on Trey Songz’s hit single “I Invented 
Sex,” Drake sets the stage for a fine evening 
with his lady friends with the lyrics, “Lobster 
and shrimp/and a glass of moscato/for the girl 
who’s a student/and her friend who’s a model.” 

What is moscato? It is derived from muscat 
grapes, which are one of the few varieties that 
— produce wines that actually taste of grapes. 
The flavor often is described as grapey with a perfumed musk. 

It’s not entirely clear what type of moscato Drake is referring to, 
but if he’s pairing it with lobster and shrimp and intent on finishing 
the whole bottle, my guess is he’s going with something light and 
slightly sweet.
